Gentlemen of the Convention and fellow-

oltizens of the United States:—For the disiin-
guishied honor of belng ealled upon to preside
over the deliberations of this Convention,
sincerely thapk you. 1 could have wished that
its responsibilities had fallen upon svother,
But pelylug upon that generous confidence
whieh called me to the Chair, 1 enwer st ooce
upon its duties with an earnest desire lor the
success of that great couse In which weéare now
cugaeed,

This Cunvention will prove to be one of the
greatest eventa of the present dag, “for peace
heth ber victories, as well as war.,” Tais is o
erowniLg victory of peace.  For the first time in
six long, weary years, a Convention r=presonting
all the Stntes e now nsgemuled, It has been an
interval ot blood and agony and tears, We have
been engaged in the most gigintie eivil war the
world bas ever geen,

A thousand battle-fields have been drenched
with traternal blood., But now, thauks be to
Almighty God, the war is over, and pesce,
blessed peace, has finglly come. Peace has
como, and come to “tay. (Prolwonged cheers.)
If all the people of the Umted States
conld look in upon this Conventiun, witnessing
North ard Sou‘h. East avd West, joinivg in
traternal assoclaticn our work would bealready
done. (Cheers.) If they could have seen the
full delegations of Mpssachusetts and Sonth
Coaroling entering arm in arm, if they could
gee this body, greater in numbers, in welght
and character than any ever aagembled beture
on thas contiment, joining hands, there would
be no coming strigele at the polls, I remember
thuat Massachusctts in 1812 taught throqeh some
of her statesmmen the doctrine of secession,
while South Carolinla fired the first guon in s
favor in 1861; yet Massachugetis poured out the
first blood in the contest, and now the repre-
sentatives of these two Btates enter arm in arm,
and could the whole pmi;h' of toe United Siates
witness this, there wouli be no farther strife,

Could Massachuserts hersell have witnessed
it, e would returs to Congtess no one who
was not pledged to recoguize ali the rights of
every State under the Constitution, includiog
that'of representation in both Housvs ol Con-
gross, (Cheers,) 1 take great plessure in en.
dorsing every word smd by the disunguished
gentleman (General Dix) who preceded me. But
as ull the prople of the United Stares are not
here preseni, the burden of Lhe labor resis
upon us, -

The next Coneress shatl recognize the right
to equal representation, (Cheers.) When that
is ione the Union will be reswored (cheers),
and then we shall enter upon a higher carcer
than that o! any other Government. Ve ghull
stand in the vanguonrd of liberty, and l-ad by
onr example all the nations of the earth.
Without detnining vou further, I shall al once
enler upon the ducies of the Chair,

General Steadman, of Oh o, then presented
the report of the Committee on Credentials,
which was read by the Secretary, There were
no contested seats, save f{rom the States of

General Steadman then moved the previous
question, wnen the report was unanimously
adepted,

A letter from the Hon. C. L. Vallandigham
was then announced by Mr. Groesbeck, of Ohlo,
amid voelierons cheering,

The Chairman stated Yhat it required the
unanimous coasent of the Convention to have
it read.

Objections were at once made, when a motion
was wade (o suspend the rale, which prevailed.
My, Vallnndigham's Letter,

Yielding my own deliberate convictions of
duty und right to the almost unanimous opinion
and decision _of friends whose wisdom and
soundness of judement and sincerity aud purity
of motives 1 may nol question, to the end
that there shall be no pretext from acy
quarter for any controverted question or
disturbing element in the Convention to mar
its harmony, or hinder in any way the good
results for the cause of the Constitution, the
Union, and public liberty. which shall follow
trom its  deliberations and its action, [ hereby
withdraw [rom the Oblo delegation, and decline
taking my sent ln the Convention,

The letter concludes with a few words expla-
natory of the position and policy of the writer,
and a defense of the principles that have Iately
guided him in relution to national affairs,

Mr, Cownn, of Pennsylvania, then arose amidst
the most bosterous cheering, and offered a reso-
lution providing for the appointment of & com-
mittee of two from ench State nud Territory to
report resolutions and an address,

Commwitie¢ on Resolutions were retiring for
deliberation.
At 12 o'clock towiay the scene imside the

Wigwam bailles deseription, It becomine
generally known that the Convention would
assemble at  the Wigwam, notwithstandiog
reporis 10 the contrary, long betore ihe hour
unnowneed for the commencement of business,
the spacious edifice was completely filled, not
an available seat was vacant, and such a perfect
sen of humun heads as presented itself to the
sight has rately been seen in this city.

A large number of ladies were present, aud
many of them were accompanied by children.
The ladies and children were (urnished with
seats in the gallery at the western end of the
Wigwam,

In addition to the notables mentioned, we
noticed the lollowing grouemen on the main
stand:—

Mupijor-General Alexander MeDowell MeCook
and Major-General 8, Wylie Crawford; the noted
Captain leaiah Ryvders, President ot the New
York Empire Club; und Heister Clymer, Esq.
Democratic candidate 1or Governor of Penn=yl
Vania,

When it was announced that Benntor DoolitLe,
of Witconsin, had been selected as permenent
President, the wpplnuse was deatening and long
continned, When CGeneral Dix, the temporary
Chairman, introduced Senctor Doolittle to the
assembled multitude, it was some thine befors hoe
could speak, so intense and entbusiastic wus the
reception that greeted L,

Senator Doolirtle’s speech, which will be
found below, was dehivered with great precisness
and effect, Every word was slowly and dis.
tinctly uttered, and the speaker displayed ora-
torical scqmirements of no wenn calibre. The
enuncintion of sentimenis that tound & response
in the teclines ol theose present was grected
with u perfect whirlwind of applause,

The allasion to the cirenmstance that the
preseut Congrcss wounld not be returned was
received winh greal favor. The applause was
prolonged, ind interrupted the progress of the
speech.

The contriactors for the Wigwam bave in.
formed us that the building will accommodats
16,000 peaple; il such is the fact, there were
15,000 present; for while Senntor Doolittle was
spenking there was not anook or corner in the
vast auditorinm that did pot <isplay & humen
hend.

Just befor= Senator Doolittle commenced his
speech thore was considerable ¢xcitement in the
galleries near the main entranes on Girard
avenue, and for a time 11 was thonght that o
riot was abont to ensue. Everybody jnmped to
their feet. and those nearest the doors made a
rapid exit, The ludies and children were
greatly alarmed, nud mueh conlusion ensued for
a few minutes, The exact cause of the difficulty
ecould not be ascertained, bur, however, order
was soon resiored, aud delegates and spectutors
quictly took their seats.

The decorations of the Wigwumw have been in-
creased since yesterday, The main entrance
has been benutifully ornamented with American
flage, studded with shields of the different States,
and silk flugs have been added to various parts
of the building.

Mr. Groesbeck, of Ohfo, ercated great excites
ment by advancing towards the Speaker's desk,
and snnouncing that he had a letter from C. L,
Vallandigham, which he desired read. It was
soon whispered around that the letter contained
hig withdrawal as & delegate, and, anticipating
its contents, & storm of applause broke forth.

The letter was handed to the President, and
by the President to the Secretury, when the
President apnounced that as the letter was a
resignation, the unanlmous consent of the
Convention was npecessary, Mr. Camobell, of
New York, then opposed the reading of the
letter, which action was greeted with ap-
plause, A manifest desire was exhibited
to hear the letter read, however, and Reverdy
Jobngon rose and moved that the rules be sus-
pended, and that the letter be read. This was
carried slmost unanimously, and the letter was

then read, That portion of his letter which
contained his resignation was received with
tumultnous rl]lplltnn_-. which pervyuded every
portion of the bullding,

Leglalative Enactments,

Wasamaron, August 4. —Secretary Seward,
in response to the resolution of the House to
turnish them with a copy of all laws, ete.. passed
by Legislatares South afllecting freedmen,
omitied the following m his report trom Mis
sissippl’s recent code:— ]

Section 4, Be it surther enacted, That all pensl
and crimimnal laws Low 1 loree 1o this Ste, detinlog
oficuses and preseriting the mode o1 puuistiment for
crimes and misdemeanors committed by slaves, free
neeroes, or mulattoes, be and the same are horoby
re-enacted and declared to bo n full foreo and effoct
agalnst reedmen ree negroes and muintioes, excopt
80 1ar o8 the mode and manner of trial and pumshs-
ment have been ohiarjred or altered by law.

According to the Revised Code of Mississippi,
the mode and manner of trinl and punishment
18 s follows:—

it punishable with death for a necro wo murder
commit rape, burn houses, commit robbery, or al-
tempt to commit such crimes,

of murder only—their punishment for other
offenses varies. The attempt to commit them is
meted with slight and varled justice. .

Article 45, page 245, provides that a slave sball
receive 10 lashes i he [8 lound away from the piace
ot s employment,

Ke-cnacted for the freedmen by the Vagrant
law.

Artiole 45, p. 240. Awards 20 lashes to tho slave
for buving or selling without written permission,

Re-enacted for the freedmen.

Art, 47—p. 246—Ailows oivil officors and others to
spproprate to their own use uuy artrcle a slave may
pe seeking to sell.

Re-enacted for the freedmen by Nagrant law,
and explains why negre robbery in Mississipp
is not corrected ij the civil anthorities,

Art, Bl—p. 247—Makes it punishab'e for negroes o
congregnte at night, or hoid school, ele,

Art, 88—p. 246—DBoth ears to be cut off for false
witnoss,

Notwithstanding the Constitutional Conven-
tion abolished slavery in the States, th
soveral Inws were never stricken off the siatute
book, and provided they might be underatood
to have done s0 in thelr freeing toe negroes,
this fourth section of the new code expressly
re-cnncts the old laws. It will be borne in
mind that free negroes and mulattoes are
herein expressed, and none but such are now
in the State.
